CHICAGO, Aug. 11 (UP)—A 
research team at a University of 
Chicago laboratory plans to use 
radioactive ragweed pollen to 
learn more about hay fever—and 
possible start on the road to an 


effective cure. 
Dr, E. M. K. Geiling, chairman 


said today the radioactiye pollen 
will be injected into the bodies 
of animals and then its path will 


This is expected to give a clue to 
the path, and final resting place, 
ragweed takes in the body. The 
pollen may evéntually be allowed 
to enter human bodies also, Dr. 
Geiling said. 

The atomic ragweed was grown 
in sealed containers of radioactive 
carbon dioxide. The carbon di- 
oxide was absorbed by the plants 
and particles of “tagged” carbon 
were distributed throughout the 
plants, including the pollen.

MARINE HOSPITAL 
CLOSING BECAUSE 
OF LACK OF FUNDS 


Kirkwood Institution One 
of 4 Affected by Denial 
of Money for VA Pa- 


tients’ Care. 


The Public Health Service 
Hospital in Kirkwood, known as 
Marine Hospital, will be closed, 
it was announced today in Wash- 
ington. Denial ofefunds by Con- 
gress to the Veterans Administra- 
tion to provide contract care for 
veterans hospitalized -in Public 
Health Service hospitals is forc- 
ing the closing of four such in- 
stitutions, it was said. 

Other hospitals to be closed are 
Mobile, Ala, Portland, Me., and 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. In place 
of the hospitals, out-patient -elin- 
ics are to be established to care 
for Public Health Service benefi- 
ciaries, including members of the 
United States Coast Guard, the 
announcement said. 

Dr. Leonard A. Scheele, United 
States Surgeon General, said the 
reduction in hospital care was 
unexpected, and followed failure 
by Congress to provide $1,500,000 
needed for hospitalization of war 
veterans on a contract basis. The 
action will result in a reduction 
from 650 to 375 in the number 
of VA patients cared for by the 
Public Health Service, Dr. Scheele 
said. About 700 medical and ad- 
ministrative employes will be af- 
fected because of limited funds, 
Dr: Scheele added. 

The Kirkwood hospital, at 525 
Couch avenue, was opened in 
September. 1939*and has a ca- 
pacity of 148 beds. Average 
number of veterans hospitalized 
has been 50 in recent years, al- 
though there are only 16 veteran 
patients at present. Coast Guard 
personnel and others coming 
under Public Health Service hos- 
pitalization make up.the bulk of 
the patients. 

Dr. Gordon A. Abbott, director 
of the hospital, said the new out- 
patient clinic will be eperated at 
the hospital until a clinic can be 
established in downtown  5t.

“Some may feel let down,” Ke- 
fauver said, “but speaking for 
myself I intend to do all I can, 
appropriately, to help the Gov- 
ernor.” 

Kefauver, who led on the first 
two ballots at the Democratic na- 
tional convention before Steven- 
son was “drafted” on the third, 
was the fourth of the former 
presidential nomination aspirants 
to visit Stevenson. 

The others, Senator Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia, Senator Rob- 
ert S. Kerr of Oklahoma and Mu- 
tual Security Administrator W. 
Averell Harriman, already have 
visited here and have pledged 
their support to Stevenson in the 
coming campaign. 

Meanwhile, Frank E. McKin- 
ney, outgoing -chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee 
and an overnight visitor at *the 
Governor’s mansion, proclaimed 
the Democratic party “united 100 
per cent for the first time in 12 
years.” But there were indica- 
tions that there still is some dif- 
ference of opinion as to who is 
going to run Stevenson’s cam- 
paign. 

MeKinney, Wyatt Differ. 

McKinney told a news confer- 
ence yesterday that “there can 
be only one general, and he is 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee.” But Wilson 
Wyatt, Stevenson’s personal cam- 
paign manager, who attended the 
conference spoke up and said 
“the campaign is under the di- 
rection of the Governor.”

AMMAN, Aug. 11 (AP}—Jor- 
dan’s Parliament voted today to 
end the reign of ailing King Talal 
and proclaim his son Crown 
Prince Hussein, monarch. 

Both houses of Parliament con- 
vened to hear about the 
King's health. — Government 
recommended that Talal’s reign 
be ended. 

The Jordan radio immediately 


proclaimed King. 

Parliament named a regency 
council to assist the new ruler. 
The council is composed of the 
same men who have been ad- 
visers to Talal since June. 

Hussein, who attended school 
in England, now is on vacation 
in Switzerland. 


The 41-year-old Talal is report- 
ed to be suffering from schizo- 
phrenia (split personality) and 
was under treatment in Switzer- 
land in July, 1951, when the as- 
sassination of his father, King 
Abdullah, brought him to the 
throne. 

He returned to his homeland 
and took the throne that Septem- 
ber but last May went back to 
Europe. On June 4 the Jordan 
Cabinet decided the King’s health 
was going “from bad to worse” 
and established a council of three 
Senators to exercise the royal 
powers. 

On the urging of Premier Tew- 
fik Abul Huda and other Jordan 
offici-'s, Talal returned home to 
Amman July 3 for treatment there 
and the council has continued to 
act in his stead. 

There has been speculation 
that one result of the end of 
Talal’s reign would be some sort 
of federal union of Jordan and 
Iraq under the Hashemite crown 
now worn by his relative, 17- 
year-Old King Feisal II of Iraq.

AS CARRIERS OF

LONDON, Aug. 11 (UP)—The 
starling, which has lived beside 
man through the centuries as a 
useful insect-eater, was indicted 
today as a dangerous migrant, 

The case against the birds as 
carriers of dread hoof-and-mouth 
cattle disease, which has cost 
Britain $7,000,000 in the last eight 
months, was published esterday 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. 

The sprightly bird was noted as 
being :trongly gregarious by the 
Roman Pliny in about A.D. 90. 
Now modern naturalists W. W. 
Wilson and R.-C. Matheson. say 
that, starlings have arrived in 
Britain at the same time that 
major epidemics of + hoof-and- 
mouth disease have broken out. 

The stirlings come to Britain 
every autumn in huge mixed 
flocks of rooks, jackdaws and sky- 
larks.' All are pasture feeders 
but starlings seem to make a 
special point of seeking insects 
close to grazing cattle. In 1937

HELSINKI, Aug. 11 (UP)—An 
intentional lapse of memory en- 
abled a Romanian sharpshooter in 
the Olympics to make a long 
planned break for freedom and

Since Panait Calcai has found 
refuge west of the Iron Curtain, 
his story can be disclosed. He told 
it in an interview before he left 
Helsinki. 

The marksman said he had been 
planning for years to attempt a 
getaway. 

‘Politically Unreliable.’ 
Calcai said he was considerd 
“nolitically unreliable” and was 
guarded every’ minute: by two 
members of the secret police. “It 
had a very bad effect on my pis- 
tol shooting,” he said.

“I purposely left my knapsack 
behind at the Otaniemi camp 
when we went to the train,” Cal- 
cai related.

“I saw the gas tank go up,” 
said sailor Ed Hawley of Phil- 
adelphia, who was working on 
the flight deck. “Flames and 
smoke began to fill the deck im- 
mediately. Right away it spread 
to other planes, All of them 
were parked with full gas and 
ammunition loads. | 

“The smoke was so thick I had 
to get down, on my hands and 
knees to crawl forward. I saw a 
whole bunch of bombs on the 
deck. I threw them overboard. 
Then I came across a man who 
had been overcome by smoke. I 
found a life jacket for him. By 
that time the heat was so “in- 
tense and coming toward me I 
had to jump overboard. 

“I threw this fellow over the 
side—it was about 30 feet to the 
water—and then jumped in my- 
self. I pushed this fellow away, 
he had started to come to by 
that time, and then I tried to 
shove myself away from the ship. 
I knew if I didn’t I would be 
sucked into the gin’ propellors. 
But I couldn’t get away. I tried 
twice. I felt the water rushing 
by when the screws came by but 
it didn’t pull us in.” 

On the bridge, Capt. Gurney 
faced what he called a “terrible 
decision.” 

“I had to decide whether to 
launch the planes, which would 
mean steaming full speed ahead, 
or slow down and fight the fire.” 
If he slowed down all the planes 
might be lost, but Gurney took 
the chance to save the ship. 

A tattooed young sailor, Bob 
Agnew of Blythe, Calif., called 
the fire area a “pressure cook- 
er.” He walked into the area 
and dragged out six men who 
‘had been overcome by smoke. 

Above and below the fire, men 
were being literally cooked alive 
by the tremendous heat. Dozens 
of volunteers moyed into the nar- 
row passagewa and hauled 
them out. Some were dead al- 
ready. 

“The flames almost melted the 
plane where the fire started and 
she sat down on her 500-pound 


said’ Comdr. J. A. Leonard of 
Purdy, N.Y., the ship’s engineer- 
ing officer. - 

“Bullets were flying all around. 
Then the bomb was ‘cooked off.’” 
He explained that meant the 
heat set off the bomb which had 
had its fuse removed. The re- 
sulting explosion was less severe 
than if the bomb had been fused. 

An hour and a half after it 
started the main blaze was out 
and the ship had been saved. 
Meanwhile, many sailors had 
braved the smoke and flames and 
pulled out the wounded and dead. 
Sixty-four men jumped overboard, 
and all but one were rescued by 
destroyers accompanying’ the 
Boxer. 

An awards board has been 
named from among the ship per- 
sonnel to try to dig out individual 
examples of heroism for medals. 

They will have to choose 
among the man who made four 
trips below decks to pull out 
buddies overcome with smoke... 
the corpsman who waded hip- 
deep in water from the fire hoses 
to drag out men below decks... 
the steward’s mate who passed 
out from smoke exhaustion, re- 
vived and dived right back below 
to help pull out other: men. 

On Friday the Boxer had an- 
other fire—a small blaze that 
broke out in a plane engine in 
the rear of the ship. The alarm 
was sounded. 

“Within 15 seconds we had 
enough men in the ared to put 
out the Chicago fire,” said Capt.

The real explanation 
lay in the genera] failure to turn 
out weapons and equipment in 
anything like the planned volume. 
There are, moreover, no signs of 
a sudden welcome in production 


‘in the near future. On the con- 


trary, the effects of the steel 
Strike are still to be fully felt. 

The plain fact is that this coun- 
try, like Britain and Fratice, al- 
though for different reasons, has 
not done what it expected to do. 
The “miracles of American pro- 
duction,” so confidently forecast 
when the American rearmament 
effort began, simply have not oc- 
cured. The view is generally held 
that the proposed re-examination 
of our defense effort will lead to 
a root-and-branch revision of the 
unification act, by the next Ad- 
ministration and the next Con- 
gress. 

Thus the next President may 
find the need for completely re- 
vamping the _American defense 
establishment “as well as’a great 
crisis in Western defense plan- 
ning. He will have to deal with 
both these tremendous problems 
quickly and effectively. 

The time when.the American 
atomic lead will be canceled out 
by the growing Soviet atomic 
stockpile is rather rapidly ap- 
proaching. Whatever changes are 
made in defense planning, the 
Western alliance must be ready 
for this time, with real strength 
in being both in Europe and in 
this country. And this time will 
almost certainly come before the 
end of the next President’s term.

‘The way the Aldermen are handling the earn- 
ings tax issue hardly shows much regard for the 
city’s finances. | 
It was proper enough for them to reject the 
measure brought before them on Saturday, if 


only because of the tactics employed in seeking — 


to have it adopted. But it was irresponsible, 
‘after that, to shelve the issue until Aug. 27, the 
date set for their next meeting. 

There was something high-handed about the 


- way the bill providing for a tax without deduc- 


tions was introduced on Thursday, reported by 
the Ways and Means Committee on Friday, and 
then offered for adoption under suspension of 
rules on Saturday. 

Especially since at least one alternate form of 
the levy has been proposed, time might have 
been afforded for at least one public hearing 
‘and for reasonable study and debate by the 
Aldermen themselves. 

The issue for such debate, we suggest, should 
not have been the question of adopting or not 
adopting a new earnings levy. Adoption of a 
measure producing around $7,500,000 a year is 
essential to keep the city out of the red. The 
debate should have been on the form of the tax. 
After all, the Legislature empowered the city 
to impose the levy on the tacit understanding 
that some exemptions for dependents would be 
provided. 

The discussion need not have leen a time- 
‘waster. To be of real help it was—and still is— 
desirable that the new tax should go into effect 
on Sept. 1. That would give the city this reve- 
nue for the last half of the fiscal year. If noth- 
ing is done before Aug. 27, a costly delay seems 
inevitable. Even if an earnings tax bill were 
adopted then with an emergency clause, some 
time would have to be allowed for preparations 
for its collection. 

So it seems obvious that Mayor Darst ought 
to summon the Board of Aldermen to a special 
session—perhaps even this week. That would 
provide time for a reasonable discussion of the 
alternatives as well as for action aimed at the 
target date of Sept. 1. 
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Gen. Eisenhower to the Indians 

Gen. Eisenhower spoke true words when he 
told the Indians at Gallup, N.M., that the red 
men have never received justice from the white 
men who conquered their country. The Ameri- 
can natives were fought by the newcomers and 
after their defeat, they have been kicked about 
and often left in misery. The story of the 
Navahos in recent years is tragedy enough. 

The trouble is that the record of neither party 
is too good with respect to the Indians, The 
Republicans and Democrats each have had ‘long 
periods of political control and generally the 
approach to the Indian and his problem has 
been that of the bureaucracy that wants to con- 
tinue itself in power. John Collier gave the 
Indian Bureau the kind of direction it needs. 

Whether Gen. Eisenhower wins or Gov. Ste- 
venson in November, the administration of ‘the 
Indian tribes ought to be reviewed thoroughly 
with the intention of integrating these first 
Americans into the national society. ‘It is a 
shocking thing to know that while thousands of 
Indians have served, as Gen. Eisenhower well 
said, with distinction in the armed forces, that 
in the past only a handful of them have voted 
elections. 
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Tyre W. Burton’s New Job 


Tyre W. Burton of Fayette becomes chairman 
of the Missouri Public Service Commission after 
a period in which state utility regulation has 
moved forward in several noteworthy respects. 
To preserve the advances made in the seven 
years during which Morris E. Osburn of Shelby- 
ville, resigned, has been chairman, and to make 
comparable advances during his own chairman- 
ship, the new commissioner will need to bring 
qualities of public-mindedness and love of hard 
work to his important post. 

Like one of his fellow commissioners, Henry 
McKay Cary, Mr. Burton was promoted by Gov. 
Smith from the commission’s. staff. Chairman 
Burton had been general counsel of the com- 
mission for three years, Mr. Cary an examiner 
in its legal department for nine/’years. Both 
therefore have had the advantage of knowing 
much about the work from experience. 

In recent years the commission has aban- 
doned the discredited method of computing the 
value of a public utility’s properties, for rate- 
making purposes, ‘on, the basis of what it would 
cost to reproduce the system new. That method 
was unrealistic, because it supposed an imagi- 
nary condition contrary to the facts, and it was 
unfair to the customer because it usually re- 
sulted in too-high rates. Instead, the commis- 
sion adopted the method, which has come into 
general acceptance throughout the country, of 
valuing utility properties at their original cost. 

The Missouri commission has tacitly been 
following the policy, in recent years, of deduct- 
ing the depreciation reserve from the original 
cost of the properties in arriving at the invest- 
ment on which profit is allowed. 

The rate of return which utilities are per- 
mitted to make on their investments has been 
reduced by the commission in postwar years to 
conform more closely to the realities of the 
money market, though still not closely enbdugh. 
_ These are solid accomplishments, by which 
Chairman Burton and his fellow commissioners 
may measure the worth of their own contribu- 
tion to even-handed utility regulation, and by 
which, in any event, the people of Missouri will 
be likely to measure them. 
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Candidate for funniest crack of the week 
comes from Mississippi, where the 60-year-old 
state prohibition law is up for possible repeal, 
Aug. 27.

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Replacing a Worn Out Machine 

All things considered, it is surprising that St. 
Louis county’s election machinery held up as 
long as it did. The breakdown that occurred 
on primary day was inevitable, but in one re- 
spect it was a good thing. It has focussed atten- 
tion on a glaring functional weakness of county 
administration and it may lead to better things. 

The county's election machinery is of horse- 
and-buggy vintage. Statutes limit to eight the 
number of permanent clerks who handle the bus- 
iness of an. Election Board serving a population 
in excess of 400,000. The law permits the hiring 
of 100 extra clerks just prior to elections, but 
the salary is so low it is difficult to attract the 
most satisfactory type applicant. The $6-a-day 
limit on fees for precinct clerks and judges— 
that for a day that runs from 7 a.m. until way 
past midnight for the more conscientious—tIs'ri- 
diculous. Even more so is the fact that only one 
or two telephone connections are available with- 
in the Election Board itself.

This might do as a 
starter, but the county’s. election machinery is 
so ancient and so inadequate that the committee 
might well examine it at first hand, with the 
c*'ect of providing a twentieth-century model. 
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The Campaign Shafies Up 

Adlai E. Stevenson’s latest major decision is 
a truly bold one. He has broken with long- 
standing precedent in the choice of a chairman 
for the Democratic National Committee. 

Instead of selecting a professional politician, 
such as Frank E. McKinney, J. Howard Mc- 
Grath or the late Robert E. Hannegan, the 
Democratic nominee has named a Chicago law- 
yer who is interested in politics as a citizen— 
Stephen Arnold Mitchell. This decision by Gov, 
Stevenson breaks with Republigan practice as 
well since the new chairman of the G.O.P. com- 
emittee, Arthur E. Summerfield, is a national com- 
mitteeman from Michigan. 

Although the name of Stephen A. Mitchell is 
new to the country generally it is esteemed by 
those who know the new chairman and his work 
up to now. As a lawyer in Chicago, he took a 
leading part in the movement to remove an ugly 
stigma from Illinois. For years Illinois permitted 
accused persons to be railroaded to prison 
without protection of their constitutional right 
to be represented by counsel. In this connection 
Mr. Mitchell’s name became familiar to many 
readers of the Post-Dispatch. 

For the last several months Mr, Mitchell has 
been chief counsel for the Chelf subcommittee 
of the House Judiciary Committee. This is the 
subcommittee which is charged with. investigat- 
ing the Department of Justice. Mr. Mitchell's 
work in this important spot shows that he be- 
lieves that a political party should and can clean 
up its own messes. 

Gov. Stevenson has now made three major 
decisions since he became the Democratic nomi- 
nee. First, he established the headquarters of 
the campaign at Springfield, Ill., in the heart of 
the Middle West and nearly a thousand miles 
from the Washington that has come to be a 
symbol of Roosevelt and Truman Administra- 
tions. Next, he invited into the. campaign in 
an important and personal capacity, Wilson 
Wyatt, former Mayor of Louisville, who has 
distinguished himself as an advocate of new 
housing for the people. Now he has gone out- 
side the ranks of the committee presided over 
by Messrs. McGrath and McKinney for a na- 
tional chairman. 

These decisions can mean only one thing. It 
is Gov. Stevenson's intention to manage his own 
campaign and to do it in such a way as to appeal 
to the independent voters of the country. .He 
is seeking to demonstrate that it is not neces- 
sary to switch parties to achieve a change. 
Clearly he hopes to show that change can be 
achieved within the party and before it presents 
itself to the voters in November. 

All this adds up to notice, too, to the Repub- 
licans, and particularly to Gen. Eisenhower. If 
Gov. Stevenson can move so far and so decisively 
between Chicago and his meeting with President. 
Truman's Cabinet on Tuesday in Washington, he 
lacks a long way of being the man of indecision 
the opposition would Tike to think him to be. 
And if the G.O.P. campaigners are going to put 
over the idea that the Democratic nominee is 
‘‘Truman’s man,” they will need to dig deeper 
than they have to find the evidence. 

So it is that the campaign is beginning to take 
definite’ form.. The prospect now is that the 
months of September and October will be two of 
the most educational In the history of this 
country. 
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Rent Controls Extended 
Wisely properly the Board of 
Aldermen has extended federal rent controls 
in St. Louis through next April 30. Had the 
board not acted, rent ceilings would have been 
eliminated at the end of next month. And to 
have allowed this to happen would have been 


and quite 


a serious business indeed, 

The removal of ceilings, as Mayor Darst point- 
ed out only last week, would have meant bitter 
hardship for those least able to afford it—the 
low-paid worker and his family. And if the 
experience of other areas in which ceilings 
were allowed to die teaches anything, it shows 
that premature removal of controls would bring 
on a field day for gougers and speculators. 

The Aldermen’s formal action consisted of a 
resolution. stating that a substantial housing 
shortage still exists here. This finding’ is fully 
substantiated by the Census Bureau. A recent 
report of that agency, based on compilations in 
1950, indicated that vacant housing units avail- 
«able for sale or rent amounted to only seven- 
tenths of one per cent of the total in the city. 

Rent and its control admittedly is a burning 
topic—witness the heat generated at Friday 
night’s public hearing—and many a landlord has 
suffered for lack of a free market. But for the 
near future, at least, controls are required to 
protect the community from a desperate bidding 
up of rents for scarce accommodations, 
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For All the Grow Case Facts 

The more the case of Maj. Gen. Robert W. 
Grow is considered the more urgent it becomes 
that the Department of the Army review the 
facts and make dead certain that all the facts— 
all which do. not endanger security—are made 
public. 

Gen. Grow is the former military attache 
at Moscow who has been convicted by a court- 
martial for endangering security by keeping an 
indiscreet diary which was stolen by Soviet 
agents in Frankfurt, Germany. After Gen, 
Grow’'s conviction and suspension for six 
months, the Army announced that*the Reds had 
falsified “quotations” from the diary. But the 
Army also said that the diary as a whole would 
need to remain secret since it contained in- 
formation of value to the Russian Communists. 
To make it public would tip off the Soviets as 
to which parts were valuable to them, 

So went the argument for not disclosing to 
the press months ago that the Army regarded 
the Soviet-quoted passages as fabrications. But 
if the diary was so indiscreet as that, if it 
contained so much information of value to the 
Kremlin, how can it be reasoned that a six- 
month suspension, which merely counts against 
promotion and does not in any way affect his 
present rank or his pay, is adequate punishment 
for Gen. Grow? ' 

The two Brigadier Generals who were in- 
volved in the prisoner-of-war fiasco on Koje 
were reduced to Colonels. Was their breach 
greater than that of Maj. Gen. Grow? 

Until the Grow case is reviewed and the 
public is told more about it, the suspicion will 
stand that there are several kinds of cover-up 
at work and one is to cover-up the patent 
mistake of sending this two-fisted combat 
soldier to.the delicate duty of diplomacy, far 
behind the Iron Curtain.

One of the striking modern develop- 
ments in electrical communication is the 
great extension of multiplex systems of 
transmission. The most recent of these 
“carrier” systems provides for trans- 
mission of 1800 telephone conversations 
over one pair of conductors, by use of 
different frequencies stacked closely to- 
gether on the same conductors. The 
superhighways of communication of to- 
morrow will accommoc*te on each channel 
telephone circuits by the thousands rather 
than by the hundreds. 

Today the Bell System companies are 
proceeding rapidly with the extension of 
dial methods of op- .

tance calls—even on 
a country-wide basis. 

The central core 
of this system is a 
toll switching system 
of which possibly 85 
will be required for 
the complete nation- 
wide service and of 
which 16 are now in 
service. The first 
systems containing 
all the features 
required for the 
nation-wide plan will 
be placed in service 
in Scranton, Pa., 
early next year. 

These systems, when the plan is fully 
effective, will, when a call is placed, 
receive a seven-digit or a 10-digit number 
representing any telephone in the country 
and proceed with all of the operations 
necessary to complete the call.

Dialing a Long-Haul Call 


With customer dialing, the machine 
must make automatically a recerd of all 
the details of the call upon which charges 
are based—a record which otherwise is 
made by the toll operator. Various forms 
of equipment to do this are now in ex- 
tensive use for short-haul calls. 


A trial arrangement of long-haul cus- 
tomer dialing has been established in 
Englewood, N.J. Telephone users at 
Englewood can dial directly all telephones 
in any of 11 large city areas scattered 
throughout the continent from Boston to 
San Francisco. The bell of the called 
telephone normally rings 15 or 20 seconds 
after the dialing is completed. 

In 1940, for experimental. purposes, the 
Bell Laboratories put together a telephone 
set equipped with a very-short-range radio 
to eliminate the need for a telephone 
cord.

To provide 
good general service with such a device 
involves formidable technical difficulties. 
but it is to be expected that these will 
be overcome, 


Trend Toward Lower Costs 


Individual television with telephone 
calls was demonstrated 25 years ago. 
Between 195 Broadway and the Bell 
Laboratories and later between New York 
and Washington, demonstration equipment 
enabled those conversing to see each other 
on television screens while they talked. In 
spite of the tremendous advances in 
television in 25 years, there is no in- 
dication as yet when this would be a 
sufficiently economical service to appeal 
generally to telephone users, 

A trend to relative lower costs, the 
development of additional materials, de- 
vices and facilities and the development of 
needs of the-telephone-using public com- 
bine to stimulate the continued rapid 
growth of the telephone system. 

Let us say that in the ultimate, when- 
ever a baby is born anywhere in the 
world, he is given at birth a number 
which will be his telephone number for 
life. As soon as he can talk, he is given 
a watch-like device with 10 little buttons 
on one side and a screen on the other. 


“You Ain’t Seen Nothing Yet” 


Thus equipped, at any time when he 
wishes to talk with anyone in the world, 
he will pull out the device and punch 
on the keys the number of his friend. 
Then, turning the device over, he will 
hear the voice of his friend and see his 
face on the screen, in color and in three 
dimensions. If he does not see him and 
hear him, he will know his friend is dead. 

Some readers may feel that this is 
looking ahead too far to see clearly, 
For the sake of such: 

By the steps of the Archives Building 
in Washington, where are stored the 
treasured records of the past, is inscribed 
the motto, “What is past is prologue.” 
A friend of mine driving through Wash- 
ington in a taxicab the other day asked 
the driver, “What does that motto mean?” 

“Well, mister,” the . driver’ replied, 
“roughly speaking, it means ‘you ain’t seen 
nothing yet.’”’

Armadillos and Other Mammals 


A FIELD GUIDE TO THE MAMMALS, by William 
Henry Burt and Richard Phillip Grossenheider. 
(Houghton Mifflin Co., 200 pgs., $3.75.) 

Mr. Grossenheider is a St. Louis artist 
who says he prefers animals as sitters be- 
cause they can’t talk back and, unlike hu- 
man beings; probably aren’t averse to per- 
fect likenesses anyway. He likes to study 
animals for many other understandable 
reasons, and in this admirably compact 
handbook he makes these preferences pay 
off handsomely. 


Because a picture is worth a thousand 
words, this fact-crammed and fascinating 
manual utilizes full-color illustrations of 
187 mammals rang- 
ing from armadillos 
to Zapodidae (jump- 
ing mice to you and 
me). Black-and-white 
drawings bring the 
artist's contribution 
to the guide to the 
largest assembly of 
pictures of North 
American mammals 
vet to appear be- 
tween the covers of 
a single volume. 

Following in the 
lifelike, documen- 
tary tradition of 
Louis Agassiz Fvrer- 
tes, rather than the freer and more dre- 
matic idiom of Audubon, Grossenheider is 
a meticulous craftsman with a gift for re- 
producing textures and endowing his pic- 
tures with the vital spark of authenticity. 

Largely a picture book, the guide in- 
ctudes range maps and tabular data need- 
ed for recognition in the field. These com- 
pilations- are the work of Prof. Burt of 
the University of Michigan, with whom 
Grossenheider collaborated on “Mammals 
of Michigan.” Like the earlier book, the 
field guide is scholarly and precise, in- 
cluding reference material and an accurate 
index. The ‘newer work is sponsored by 
the National Audubon Society and the 
National Wildlife Federation, 

Mr. Grossenheider’s paintings of birds 
at the St. Louis Zoo have helped thous- 
ands of visitors identify the specimens ex- 
hibited. He also painted backgrounds in 
the Zoo’s reptile house. His work has 
been reproduced in the Post-Dispatch PIC- 
TURES section and in Life magazine, and 
he now is working- on animal paintings 
for the National Geographic and the Uni- 
versity of Kansas.

What the Big Town Does to You 
THE RED CARPET. by Dan Wickenden. [William 

Morrow & Co., 289 pgs., $3.50 

It is a widely held theory, aided and 
abetted by novelists and playwrights, that 
when the Young Man from the Small 
Town comes té the Big City all kinds of 
strange things happen to bedevil his soul. 
This reviewer, a small-town man himself, 
never found it so, nor did he ever run 
into the widespread existence of such a 
situation. But it temains a durable con- 
vention of fiction, picked up and laid 
down from time to time by writers like 
Mr. Wickenden. . 

The boy in this case is Jason Bent. of 
Lupton, IIL, a pleasant enough fellow till 
he falls into the hands of designing long- 
hairs in GreenWich Village. Having left 
his home-town sweetheart behind him, he 
promptly falls in leve with a married 
woman. He scorns a steady job in order 
to write a play for his actress friend, etc., 
etc. On page 54 Jason.makes the “shat- 
tering” discovery that he is a-»**callow 
youth.” But the reader has beaten him 
to the draw long before that. 

“The Red Carpet” is, in fact, an overfa- 
miliar tale, cluttered wih cliches of speech 
and situation, and a long fall from the 
grace of Mr. Wickenden’s “Running of the 
Deer.” Too many of its characters are 
synthetic figures spouting high-falutin’, 
pseudo-sophisticated talk; too many of its 
plot developments are telegraphed in 
advance. 

This may seem a harsh. verdict on so 
unassuming a story, but the fact is that 
Mr. Wickenden has set his own high stand- 
ards and must be judged by them.

nct fluoridated, Dr. Herman E. 
Hilleboe, state health commis- 
sioner, reported today. 

In a study to determine dental 
benefits of water fluoridation, 
based on comparisons between 
the two Hudson valley cities, a 
formula of one part fluoride to 
each 1,000,000 parts of water has 
been applied at Newburgh since 
1944, while no fluoride has been 
used in Kingston’s drinking water. 

By 1950 tooth decay among the 
Newburgh children had dropped 
32 per cent, while in Kingston 
-there was no change. The 47 
per cent decline at Newburgh 
now recorded is based on data 
- to the middle of 1952. :

with the utmost safety.” 

He sajd that in New York state 
13 communities with an approxi- 
mate population of 300,743 are 
making use of water fluoridation 
to reduce dental decay and 14 
communities with a total popula- 
tion of 1,290,884 have officially 
approved fluoridation and plan 
to put it into operation shortly.

Greatest Drop Is in Infant 
Mortality, From 130 to 30

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (UP) 
— America’s death rate has 
dropped nearly 45 per cent in 
the last 50 years, the Brookings 
Institution reported yesterday. 

It said the death rate decreased 
from 17.2 for each 1000 of the 
population in 1900 to 9.6 in 1950 
despite obviously inadequate hos- 
pital space and trained physicians 
in some fields. The most strik- 
ing health advance was among 
children under five years of age.

The lowest | 
death rates were in the pre 
dominantly rural states of Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, 
North Dakota and South Dakota.

Marty Marion was confronted 
early yesterday with one of those 
problems that called for a yes or 
no, He had to choose between 
keeping Freddie Marsh in the 
lineup after his series of disas- 
trous fielding mishaps or replac- 
ing him with Joe DeMaestri.

SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 11 
(UP) — British Empire Middle- 
weight Champion Dave Sands died 
tonight a few hours after a truck 
he was driving overturned. 

In addition to being Empire 
middleweight titleholder, Sands 
also held the Australian middle, 
lightweight and 
titles. 


Sands was driving a five-ton 
truck which slid over a road em- 
bankment. He suffered head and 
internal injuries and died in a 
hospital about three hours after 
being admitted. 

Sands, one of five Aborigine 
fighting brothers, was born David 
Ritchie, at Burnt Ride, New South 
Wales, on February 4, 1926. _ . 

He had his first professional 
fight in 1943 and although only a 
middleweight, was kingpin among 
the Australian cruisers and 
heavies, 

He won the British Empire mid- 
dleweight title in London in 
1949 when he kayoed Dick Tur- 
pin, elder brother of Randy, in 
the first round. 

Randy and Sands never met in 
the ring, although from a boxing 
viewpoint such a match was con- 
sidered a “natural.” Arrange- 
ments for a fight fell through 
when Turpin was matched with 
Sugar Ray Robinson. 

Instead, Sands fought Yolande

He always has money 
to take care of the bills and my 
allowance.” 

She sighed. “But he never 
takes me out. He never notices 
how clean the house is or how I 
look — or anything.”

TRULY, MARTHA LANE looked 
desolate.

OUSEKEEPERS are always 
H on the lookout, of course, for 

new products, and they are 
usually ready to try those recom- 
mended by the dealer or those 
that are being demonstrated in 
the market. Perhaps they are 
even more interested in the im- 
provement of a staple product. 

Practically all of us have been 
converted to the use of frozen 
concentrates. We have learned 
by experience that they must be 
kept in the freezing compartment 
until just before use. Then they 
must be combined with. sparkling 
cold water and stirred until the 
mixture is well blended. ‘Some 
air should be incorporated and 
this can be done quickly if the 
mixture is poured from one con- 
tainer to another. 

If we do not use all of the 
quantity, which adds up to a pint 
and a half after being recon- 
stituted, the remainder is covered 
and stored in the refrigerator. 
During this period, the pulp sinks 
to the bottom and this calls for a 
thorough mixing before the next 
service. While this is not partic- 
ularly time ccnsuming, we do 
welcome the convenience of one 
of the famous brands of fruit con- 
centrates that prevents separation. 
At the same time, the retention 
of the original fresh flavor is the 
better insured. 


While the fruit concentrates 
are used mostly as a breakfast 
beverage, we like the fresh flavor 
they give to blended fruit drinks, 
desserts,. frostings and fillings. In 
many recipes we use the concen- 
trates without dilution—generally 
after defrosting. The unthawed 
grape juice concentrate, however, 
makes -a particularly good sauce 
for ice cream or chilled puddings, 
and this should be the case with 
pineapple concentrate, which is to 
be generally distributed before 
long. 

ORANGE FILLING 


Three tablespoons cornstarch, 
two-thirds cup sugar, dash of salt, 
one cup hot water, one teaspoon 
butter or margarine, one-third 
cup orange juice concentrate. 

Combine cornstarch, sugar and 
salt in saucepan. Add hot water 
gradually, stirring constantly. 
Cook over medium heat until 
mixture is thick and clear, stir- 
ring constantly. Remove from 
heat and add butter or margarine 
and orange juice concentrate. 
Blend well, and cool. Yield: fill- 
ing for two 9-inch cake lavers.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 11. 

HE Tennessee Gas & Trans- 

mission Co., which built the 

first great pipeline to bring 
natural gas from the Texas- 
Louisiana fields to the industrial 
East, was founded a dozen years 
ago with the help of a discarded 
horse collar picked up in a barn 
lot, a piece of old shoe and a 
bad check. Which shows that 
all the colorful industrial pi- 
oneers didn’t disappear after the 
railroads got built and the gold 
rush to California ended and the 
oil industry became civilized. 

The man who used . these 
curious materials to found an 
enterprise that, under other man- 
agement, has come to be worth 
$600,000,000, was Wade Thomp- 
son, a Nashville cemetery lot 
salesman turned natural’ gas 
pioneer. Thompson was forced 
to operate with the materials he 
found at hand, since he seldom 
had access to money. or influ- 
ence, He wWas endowed, how- 
ever, with amazing tenacity and 
one of the most persuasive ap- 
proaches in America. 

Thompson was himself per- 
suaded to change from grave lot 
selling to gas lines because he 
thought use of natural gas would 
clear the local skies of their cus- 
tomary pall of soft coal smoke. 
Largely through tenacity and 
persuasion—and 17 years of ef- 
fort—he established the two com- 
panies that now serve natural gas 
to Nashville and most of Tennes- 
see. 

Neither of these companies, 
however, happens to be the im- 
mense Tennessee Gas Transmis- 
sion Co. (the “&”’ is now omit- 
ted from the name) which 
Thompson founded by means of 
the bad check, etc. Both of his 
Tennessee pipelines ._ buy their 
supplies of gas from the big 
Tennessee Gas Transmission 
mains out of Texas, however. 

Thompson was interested in 
building the great Southwest-to- 
Industrial-East line in the first 
placé as a vehicle to get natural 
gas into Tennessee, But he: lost 
the Tennessee Gas & Transmis- 
sion Co. before he got the 
chance to build that great line. 
His financial backer died of ex- 
citement—or possibly amazement 
—after Thompson had persuaded 
the powers-that-be in Washing- 
ton to grant him the wartime 
steel to build it and the first 
Federal Power Commission cer- 
tificate ever granted to transmit 
natural gas out of the South- 
west to feed the East’s industry.

THER interests took over his 
0 company, his steel priorities 

and FPC certificate, which 
had been granted conditionally 
upon his securing financing, and 
built the important Tennessee 
Gas Transmission pipeline. This 
line inaugurated the present 
booming, brawling, wealth-laden 
era of natural gas, with big pipe- 
line companies warring for gas 
resérves and markets like the in- 
dustrial titans once struggled for 
railroad rights-of-way back when 
this country was younger, cruder 
and full of giants. 

Most of Thompson’s battles, 
however, were not that imposing. 
His were more picturesque, gen- 
erally consisting of strategic re- 
treats from creditors, This was 
in line with his strange founding 
of the Tennessee Gas & Trans- 
mission Co. How the horse col- 
lar and the old shoe figured in 
that event will be taken up later 
on, but the bad check part was 
like this: 

After floundering among debts 
and disappointments for six years, 
Thompson finally in the. spring 
of 1940 was ready to incorporate

Tennessee Gas & Transmission. 
At the time his only idea was to 
build a pipeline out of Louisiana 
to Tennessee. (The Southwest-

He had got a financial angel 
by then, although a doubting one, 
in the late Victor S. Johnson, 
president of the Mantle Lamp 
Co. of Chicago, now the Aladdin 
Industries, Inc. Johnson had 
agreed fo ‘back the pipeline in a 
modest way, but firmly declined 
to pay its old debts, which had 
been accumulating for six years, 
nor would he pay Thompson’s 
personal obligations.

N Apr. 1, Johnson’s lawyers 
QO came to Nashville to draw the 

new company’s papers of in- 
corporation. These were handed 
to Thompson late that day to 
rush to the Secretary of State for 
filing. In the hurry, everybody 
forgot how broke Thompson had 
been for years, and nobody of- 
fered to give him the money to 
pay the filing fees. 

These amounted to $187.50. 
He had less than $5 in the bank, 
and that in his wife’s name. He 
was ashamed to ask his backer 
for the money. He was afraid, 
in fact, that if he did, Johnson 
might become disgusted and 
withdraw all financial support. 
So Thompson gave the Secretary 
of State the bad check, fearing 
all the while that the Secretary’s 
office might call his bank, and 
find out just how worthless the 
check was. 

That night he went out to the 
cemetery where he had once sold 
lots, and borrowed $300 from 
W. R. Goodloe, the superin- 
tendant. He agreed to repay 
$330 in 60 days. When the bank 
opened the next morning, Thomp- 
son was the first customer 
through its doors. He deposited 
the $300, and his check to the 
state cleared. And so, the pre- 
decessor to a company that is 
now worth over half a billion 


bacco patch and making speeches 
when he was a boy. This dis- 
tracted the other boys from their 
work. Wade also used to carry 
folded pieces of old newspaper 
in the hip pocket of his jeans. 
He claimed these were “im- 
portant documenfs.” 

When he was 12, he persuaded 
his father to buy for him at the 
general store a flashy green suit 
and a pair of patent leather, 
high-buttoned, sharp-toed shoes— 
finery almost unheard-of for a 
boy of that age in that section 
of the Kentucky mountains. Wade 
arrayed himself in this get-up on 
Sundays, climbed aboard a mule, 
and called courting on the “red- 
headed girl across the hill,” 

After his father’s death several 

years later, Wade fell out with 
his older brother, who objected 
to these. junkets. He claimed 
that the mule needed rest. So 
Wade ran away to the Army, 
lured by the promise of adven- 
ture and fine uniforms. When 
he learned that these were minor 
phases of soldiering, he persuaded 
the Army to let him out. 
Then, as most good mountain 
boys do, he was married at 18 
to Susan Prince, a girl from 
“down the road,” and built for 
her a one-room log house with 
a slab kitchen lean-to. He in- 
vested $65 to buy 1500. “Little 
Blue Books,” and educated him- 
self from these volumes. It 
wasn’t long before he was able 
to pass the state teacher’s ex- 
amination. 

His first school, a one-room 
log place at Cab Creek, was an 
especially exciting and stimulat- 
ing assignment, due to a feud be- 
tween a couple of mountain fam- 
ilies.
